Soviet Women Given 


Russian Marriages Include No Religious Rites, 
But Unions Are Encouraged and Child- 
Bearing Rewarded by Government.

MOSCOW, Nov. 15.—(4)—The 
woman of present-day Russia occu- 
pies precisely the same status of man 
in marriage. 

And a wedding is one of the few 
occasions for which an interruption of 
individual working hours is permitted 
in the soviet union. 

The law of matrimony, as in every 
other phase of life here, makes no dis- 
tinction between the sexes, but the 
government's encouragement of the 
wedded state is seen in its instruc- 
tions to officials not to hinder em- 
ployes who may wish to patronize the 
marriage bureau during working 
hours, 

Likewise, child bearing conmyn:. 
premiums from the government in the

| privileges. 


At the nearest registration office— 
a bureau where marriages, divorces, 
births and deaths are recorded—a cou- 
ple pays two roubles (about $1), an- 
swers a few questions and becomes 
formally united in wedlock. One is 
compelled to support the other if he 
or she is out of work or ill, and their 
combined property automatically be- 
comes jointly owned. Honeymoons are 
considered wasteful extravagance.

Couples living together without the 
formality of registration definitely are 
recognized as married and enjoy the 
Same property rights. They also 
have the privilege of formally record- 
ing their marriage from any prior date 
desired. 

Childbirth automatically converts 
an illicit relationship into -a legal 
marriage, thus compelling the father 
to bear his share of expenses involv- 
ed in the birth and support of the 
child. Such children have the same 
rights as others and bear the fath- 
er’s nam 

The first of the benefits accruing 
to parents is a present of 90 roubles 
(about $45) in cash from the state to 
an infant as soon as he is registered. 
Twenty meters of cloth and a set of 
bed clothing also are forthcoming. Of 
even more value is the additional ra- 
tion card which enables the. family 
to buy extra bread, eggs, butter, sugar 
and other privileged foods. 

Parents also enjoy lower rent and 
less house tax. 

For the mother, if she is a worker, 
four months leave with full pay is al- 
lowed, two months before and two 
months after birth. If she is an 
“employe,” or white collar worker, she 
gets three months and full pay. Nine 
roubles (about $4.50) monthly is paid 
the mother for the first nine months 
while weaning the child. 

Hospitalization is provided free and 
there is a scientific research institute 
for both mother and child if the fam- 
ily is extremely poor. 

If the mother is employed outside 
the home, as hundreds of thousands 
of them are, there is a nursery and 
kindergarten. School attendance at 
the age of geven is compulsory. 

Care is taken that the new gen- 
eration receives no religious training. 
From his earliest years every effort 
is directed toward making the child 
a potential “good communist.”

Cancer Cells Supreme Racketeers 


Of Body, Says Prot. Warburg 


'

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—(#)—Cancer 
was indicted today for. biologic 
treason, 

Researches of Professor Otto War- 
burg, recently awarded the 1931 No- 
hel prize in medicine, were clarified 
by the American Medical Association. 
Stripped of the euphemisms of scien- 
tific terminology, cancer cells were 
shown to be the supreme racketeers of 
the human body, shirking ‘aeir normal 
functions and violating their physio- 
logical requirements. 

Most notable of Warburg's studies, 
the association said today, are his ex- 
periments exposing the cancer cell's 
misuse of carbohydrates. 

Oxidation, the necessary duty of 
cells, a process of converting carbo- 
hydrates: such as sugar into earbon 
dioxide and water, is flagrantly ig- 
nored by cancer tissues, which, instead, 
split them into Jaetic acid. .Like an 
improperly functioning gasoline motor 
not fully utilizing its fuel, producing 
carbon instead of the energy requisite 
for efficient operation, cancer seizes 
upon the energy supply of the body, 
exploiting it for its own selfish pur- 
poses. 

Although glycolysis, the medical 
term for cell production of lactie acid, 
is characteristic of certain normal cells 
to some extent, Warburg found that 
cancer cells have perverted it to a 
form of physiological “muscling in” 
on the honest labors of healthy tis- 
sues, 

While leaving the fundamental prob- 
lem as to what conditions stimulate 
the excessive glycolysis of cancerous 
tissues yet to be solved, Warburg's 
discoveries were heralded by the as- 
sociation as “a definite and positive 
contribution to medicine’s knowledge 
of the biologic properties of cancer.” 

For cancer cells have long been the 
enigmas of the human mechanism. In 
the traditional gangster mode, they 
have accomplished their deadly work, 
heaping their victims, but leaving no 
fingerprints. Science established the 
corpus delicti, but had nothing upon 
which to base its charges. 

Doctors have recognized them as 
superficially similar to

Now, due to Warburg, thie - 
medical world has a case. 

Professor Warburg is director of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Institute for Cell 
Physiology at Berlin-Dahlem. His 
work, based on experiments conduct- 
ed over two decades, has dealt mainly 
with cell researches. 

The Nobel prize was awarded to him 
by the Caroline Institute, of Stock- 
holm.

Health Tallks

ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION. 

A service station has a gadget for 
inflating tires that r gna, 4 appeals 
to the machine-minded public, includ- 
ing yours truly. It is called an air 
scale, and the clerk asks what pres- 
sure you'd like today in this or that 
tire, sets the scale at the desired pres- 
sure and turns on the air, Then a lit- 
tle whistle blows intermittently till 
the pressure in the tire reaches the 
point desired. Some day the whistle 
iS going to get stopped up or out of 
order and somebody's car is going to 
make an ascension. Just the same, I'll 
limp clear across town to get to that 
station any time, the machine is so 
fascinating. 


Professor Yardell Henderson, our 
greatest authority on artificial respi- 
ration, rather grudgingly, as it seems 
to me, admits that it is well to have 
the victim’s arms extended well above 
the head when you're administering 
the prone-pressure method, which is 
the best known way to restore breath- 
ing. But he doesn't think my conten- 
tion is so hot—I contend the Red 
sross trick of placing one of the vic- 
tim’s arms under his head is wrong, 
as it tends to prevent the drainage of 
any water from the breathing pas- 
sages. Professor Henderson believes 
a little water in the lungs wouldn't 
matter, anyhow, as he says it is 
quickly ‘absorbed anyway. I wish the 
professor had said so three years ago 
when the Red Cross and associated or- 
ganizations were still teaching the 
jack-knife stunt—lifting the victim 
with your grasp around his middle, 
for the alleged purpose of emptying 
the water from his lungs before you 
began to get ready to. start to com- 
mence the artificial respiration, May- 
be the professor hesitated to speak 
out about it then because so many 
Red Cross victims were dying from 
the few moments delay in the applica- 
tion of restorative measures. It is 
bad form to make unseemly noises 
when folks are dying. 

Now Dr. W. W. Babcock, of Phila- 
delphia, gives some suggestions based 
on his surgical experience, for the 
emergency treatment of failure of res- 
piration in the course of an opera- 
tion. The simplest method is com- 
pression of the chest. If that fails to 
give immediate results, then Dr. Bab- 
cock advocates mouth-to-mouth insuf- 
flation, with a towel or a few layers 
of gauze over the patient’s mouth, 
which is kept open by a gag, and the 
operator's right hand making pres- 
sure over the upper. abdomen, so that 
the stomach will not fill with air, 
and the left hand compressing pa- 
tient’s nostrils. Then the operator 
takes a deep breath and blows into 
the patient’s mouth till the chest is 
seen to inflate. Then operator raises 
his head, air escapes from the chest, 
and then he blows again. This meth- 
od has saved life in several cases, Dr. 
Babcock says. He condemns the pul- 
moter as dangerous, Mouth-to-mouth 
insufflation is safe. It is a potent 
method to use when other methods 
have failed. With mouth-to-mouth 
insufflation you cannot produce ex- 
cessive pressure in the lungs except 
with an infant or young child. 

I doubt whether the pressure on 
the abdomen is necessary or helpful. 
I don’t believe air could be blown into 
the stomach that way. I think the 
belly should be allowed to expand as 
air is blown into the chest—it does 
normally expand with inspiration. 
But maybe I’d better not say much 
about it, for Professor Henderson 
may find it wouldn’t matter, anyhow, 
as a little air in the stomach is soon 
absorbed.

SAVANNAH COUPLE 
FOUND DEAD IN CAR 


Man and Wife Discovered 
Side by Side, Both Shot 
Through Heart. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 15.—(4)— 
Charles J. Cook and his wife, Alice 
Cleo Cook, were found dead in their 
automobile on a country road near 
here early today. Both had been shot 
through the heart. 

Coroner George Johnson said _ he 
believed it was a case of murder and 
suicide, but an inquest would be held. 
Chief W. F. Chapman, of the county 
police, expressed the same opinion. 

The couple were found by two street 
railway employes, William Brey and 
W. L. Weathers, who passed them on 
the way to the municipal airport, but 
thinking them sleeping, made no fur- 
ther investigation at that time. Re- 


turning, however, from the airport 
where they had gone to see Colonel 
Lindbergh's plane, they saw them in 
the same position and made an inves- 
tigation. They found them dead. 
Cook had a bullet in his heart and 
was occupying the driver's seat. His 
wife was lying against his right 
shoulder also with a bullet in her 
heart. Powder stains were on the 
clothes of both of them. 

The pistol, a .32-caliber weapon, 
was found lying on the back of the 
seat. The weapon contained two spent 
cartridges of the same caliber as those 
which had been fired into the two dead 
persons. Because the gun was greasy 
police were unable to make any fin- 
gerprint photos from the gun. 

What the motive was police have 
not yet determined. It is known that 
the couple attended a dance in the 
city last night which lasted until mid- 
night. Cook was released last Au- 
gust after serving a term for viola- 
tion of the prohibition law imposed on 
him by Judge Alexander Akerman, sit- 
ting in Savannah for Judge W. H.

Business Spirit Uedasesnc? 
By Reversals in Markets 


BY VICTOR EUBANK. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—{/)—De- 
spite a backwash of profit-taking in 
financial markets, business sentiment 
continued to brighten during the past 
week, 

A further slight gain in steel mak- 
ings, and rapid preparations for the 
new season by the automobile manu- 
facturers, gave an improved tone to 
these and many affiliated lines, 

Continued small gains in steel well 
into November, a month when activi- 
ty in this industry usually slackens, 
gave new strength to the conviction 
that the bottom has been seen, and 
that the new year should bring some- 
thing substantial in the way of a 
piekup. 

The automobile indusfry is_ goinz 
into the new season with somewhat 
modest hopes, but executives point 
out that dealers’ stoeks of old models 
have been swept almost bare, and de- 
ferred buying by consumers has piled 
up a large accumulation of unfilled 
requirements. 

The long depressed building indus- 
try was given fresh courage by Presi- 
dent Hoover's proposal of a nation- 
wide chain of mortgage discount 
banks designed to release some $2,- 
000,000,C00 in credit. The building 
industry has ‘been on the decline for 
some three years, and despite admit- 
tedt overbuilding in some localities, it 
is widely felt that in the aggregate 
there has accumulated a vast amount 
of needed work that will be. under- 
taken as conditions permit. 

There was a much better feeling in 
the petroleum industry, owing to the 
belief that curtailment efforts gradual- 
ly were meeting with success. The 
daily output for the week registered 
a small increase. At the same 


ee 


time the electric power consumption 
was down: but slightly under the pre- 
ceding seven days’ total. 

Most wholesale and retail dealers, 
at least along the Atlantic coast, were 
hampercd somewhat by § abnormal 
weather with temperatures that bor- 
dered on summer levels. At the same 
time increased sales were reported 
with an enlarged movement of fall 
and winter goods. Merchants through- 
out the country have been stocking up 
for the holiday trade and, with prices 
cut to the bone, are expecting heavy 
business during the next few weeks. 

The advance in the prices:‘of grains 
is. reported to have brought a much 
larger volume of money into cireula- 
tion and the removal of credit restric- 
tions in certain sections has given 
some. impetus to buying. Noe, 

The hide trade, which specialists 
in this line declare always leads a re- 
turn to prosperity or a break in busi- 
ness, displayed a much better senti- 
ment throughout the week. Dealers 
are predicting a decided upturn in 
hide prices because of the fact that 
stocks. are reported to be the lowest 
in years. The manufacture of shoes 
of the cheaper grade was reported 
very active, with indications — that 
prices might see an advance before 
Christmas. 

Advanced spring business in dry- 
zoods, especially in men’s and wom- 
en’s wear, is still lacking. The rea- 
son advaneod for this is that most 
dealers are doing a “hand-to-mouth” 
trade and keeping their stocks down 
to the minimum. Wholesalers have 
had difficulty in obtaining seasonable 
merchandise because the manufactur- 
ers are also limiting their output al- 
most to the point of filling only im- 
mediate and pressing orders.

BONDS TURN DULL 


ON PROFIT-TAKING 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON. 

NEW YORK, 
Bonds reacted in spots last 
The market advanced for the eighth 
consecutive time Jast Monday, but the 
trend thereafter was _ irregularly 
downward. 

Trading was quiet most of the time 
and became so dull on ‘Wednesday 
that the aggregate sales on the stock 
exchange totaled oniy $8,022,000, the 
smallest turnover for a full session 
since August 31 when the turnover 
totaled $6,635,00. Armistice Day 
not a holiday in New York, but 
observance as such in many states 
and foreign countries contributed to 
the dullness. Sales ®on Saturday 
amounted to only $5,013,000, the low- 
est total for a short session since 
September 11 when transactions 
amounted to $4,565,000. 

Probably the subject of most imme- 
diate interest to bond dealers is the 
approaching quarterly financing by 
the United States treasury. If the 
opinions of Wall Street bankers and 
dealers serve as a guide to what sort 
of obligations would prove most popu- 
lar, an issue of 3 to 5-year treasury 
notes would seem likely. 

It is the general opinion that the 
sale of long-term bonds on terms 
which would be advantageous to the 
treasury would be impossible at this 
time. Many dealers believe that notes 
maturing in three to five years to 
yield about 3 1-4 per cent would be 
acceptable to the market. This view 
is qualified with the expectation that 
no untoward development will occur in 
the market before December 15.

HER OSPLNS 
EXCEPTIONAL PLANTS 


Ashford Park Nurseries, on Peach 
tree road, has many kinds of plants 
which, although not rare and. costly, 
are not seen everywhere. With these 


you can make your home a little dif- 
ferent from the rest. + 

One of the most interesting plants 
right. now is the evergreen elaeagnus, 
a very large, rampant shrub with a 
profusion of ‘small flowers which can 
be detectea vy tieir wonderful fra- 
grance much further than they can 
be seen. ‘Ene edible fruits, resembling 
choke cherries iv color and taste, 
ripen iti the spring. It is about the 
only plant that flowers in the fall 
and fruits in the spring. It is not 
particular as to soil or shade and has 
not been hurt here by drouth or cold 
or insects or disease. It is being 
used a great deal by landscape ar- 
chitects “where they want a rig, 
quick-growing evergreen, but is not 
well known to the average buyer of 
plants. 

There is a true hardy orange (citrus 
trifoliata) that is easy to grow here. 
The vranges are on it now and very 
attractive, but not edible. The leaves 
have fallen off for the winter but 
the twigs and large thorns are green. 
In the spring it has fragrant ‘white 
orange blossoms. At all seasons of 
the year it is an interesting and at- 
tractive smail tree or large shrub 
for the lawn or garden, neither new 
nor rare, but. yet not seen every- 
where. It makes an impenetrabie 
hedge. 

The firethorn, pyracantha, or ever- 
green hawthorn (it is called by all 
three names), has been cuuspicuous 
its crenge herries for a month 
or two. ‘The variety sv much seen 
about town is the laland firethorn. 
Besides this hird there are about ten 
new varieties, usnally of spreading 
rather than upright growth. Most 
of them have bright red berries. One 
has yellow. 

Other interesting and unusual 
things are the white-berried callicar- 
pa; the purple form is wild here; the 
witch hazel, with its peeuliar yellow 
flowers, the last deciduous shrub to 
bloom in the fall; the tea plant with 
white flowers; Franchet’s cotoneaster 
red berries and  gray-green 
the Amur honeysuckle with 
bright red berries, and many other 
unusual things.

1928. It showed a large majority for 
Roosevelt, 

The second, third and fourth polls 
were among men listed in Who's Who 
in America, presidents of banks and 
directors of corporations. All showed 
Roosevelt the favorite, with Owen D. 
Young running a strong second. 

In the present poll, however, Gov- 
ernor Smith is in second place and 
Mr. Young has sunk to a poor fourth, 
The chief feature is the vote for Gov- 
ernor Murray, of Oklahoma. Lack 
of strength on the part of former Sec- 
retary of War Baker is also note- 
worthy.

PARIS, Noy. 15.—(#)—Efforts of

Atlanta Physicians Will 
Pay Final Tribute to Na- 
tionally Famous Surgeon 


Members of the Fulton County Med- 
ical Society, the staff of the Pied- 
mont hospital and Emory Unit, vet- 
erans, World War comrades of Dr. 
Charles Edward Dowman, famous At- 
lanta surgeon, who died late Satur- 
day afternoon at a private sanita- 
rium, will form an honorary escort at 
11 o'clock this morning for funeral 
services at Spring Hill. Dr. Wallace 
Rogers and Dr. Louie D. Newton will 
direct the ritual and interment will be 
in Oxford (Ga.) cemetery. 

Mrs. Walter Bedard announced 
Sunday night that members of the At- 
Janta Music Club would attend the 
funeral in a body. Mrs. Dowman is a 
former president of the club and Dr. 
Dowmar’ was deeply interested in the 
club’s activities. 

In ill health for several months, 
the death of the noted brain surgeon 
in his 50th year was nevertheless a 
shock to the medical fraternity and 
his hundreds of friends who knew anil 
appreciated his genius. Last August 
he was carried to Piedmont hospital, 
where he remained until his death. 

Dr. Dowman had for many years 
been world famous for his ‘research 
and activity in the field of neuro- 
logical diagnosis and treatment. Born 
in Quincy, Fla., in 1882, he was ed- 
ucated in the schools of four Georgia 
towns and entered Kmory University, 
where he received his A. B. degree 
in 1901. The next eight vears foun: 
him studying under famous surgeons 
at Johns Hopkins University and in 
German and London clinics, and he 
returned to the United States in 1908 
to establish. an office at Birmingham. 


it was that year he married Mrs. 
Dowman, the former Miss Caroline 
Westmoreland, of Atlanta, who sur- 
vives him. 

In 1915 Dr. Dowman transferred 
his activities to Atlanta and con- 
tinued his work in brain disease sur- 
gery. He quickly earned an establish- 
ed place among the great medical men 
of this city. 

When the World. War ealled for 
volunteers in 1917 Dr. Dowman en- 
tered the famous Emory Unit, went 
overseas and served.in the St. Mihiel 
and Argonne offensives. He was chief 
surgeon of the unit's medical team. 
Following the war he returned to At- 
lanta and resumed his practice and 
began to draw patients from all se¢ 
tions of the country. He was a 
member of practically every medical 
society of importance in the United 
States and had served as associate on 
the faculties of Birmingham Medical 
College, University of Alabama and 
Kimory University. He resided at 630 
Linwood avenue, N. E 

Besides his wife, Dr. Dowman is 
survived by one son, Charles E. Dow- 
man Jr., an Emory graduate of 1930 
and now a student at Johns Hopkins 
University; a niece, Miss Claire 
Hanna, who made her home with Dr. 
and Mrs. Dowman, and one nephew, 
Dr. James Hanna, of New Haven, 
Conn., who is a member of the faculty 
of the Yale school of medicine.

Organization Gaining 
Entrance for Aliens 
Broken by 200 Arrests. 


ernment agents, ferreting into the 
various subsidiaries attributed to the 
Capone organization, have smashed 
a well organized smuggling ring, it 
Was revealed today. 

About 250 aliens, most of them 
menials who manned the alcohol vats 
and performed like duties, have been 
listed for deportation along with 
heads of the ring, Tony Volpe, James 
Beleastro and Lawrence Mangano. 

The agents have been unobtrusive- 
ly engaged in the investigation for 
several months, according to Murray 
W. Garsson, attache of the United 
States department of labor. At the 
same time, (Garsson said, progress 
has been made toward breaking up 
several other midwest smuggling rings. 
_ The agents lived quietly in the for- 
eign quarters of the city for weeks 
before making arrests. Then they be- 
gan a series of sorties in which as 
many as 200 persons were seized in 
one night. Those able to give satis- 
factory accounts of themselves were 
released, but many were held for de- 
portation. 

The desire to rid the nation of 
criminals is not the only reason for 
the deportation drive, the agents said. 
The government also wishes to pro- 
tect the immigrant himself from un- 
scrupulous smugglers. 

“Many of the poor immigrants en- 
ter the country without knowing they 
are breaking the law,” Garsson said. 
“They give a smuggler as little as 
$500 or as much as $5,000 to bring 
them across the border from Canada 
—a favorite smuggling route in recent 
years—and believe it to be the regular 
procedure. oe 

“But after they reach Chicago or 
some other midwest city, they often 
wish they were back home. The 
smugglers blackmail them with threats 
of exposure and prison, often ex- 
torting every dollar they can earn 
and forcing them into crime. 
even hear of cases in which aliens are 


killed by smugglers who promise them | 


safe consort across the border, col- 
lect their fees, and decide not to go 
through with the bargain.” 

One of the smugglers seized, 
son said, is Gerald Francis, of De- 
troit, who allegedly operated two 
large airplanes, each capable of car- 
rying 12 persons across the border 
from Canada.

Mayor Key Thrusts at Bigotry [7 
_ Reters Jocularly to Smith Case

Mayor James L. Key talked to 
1,100 people for 32 minutes Sunday 
morning—and in the last few sen- 
tences changed his subject. 

Before the large gathering at the 
Capitol theater assembled for the 
James Key interdenominational 
Bible class, Mr. Key delivered subtle 
thrusts at those he accused of insin- 
cerity, bigotry and “‘littleness.” As 
if he had suddenly realized the enor- 
mity of a mistake, the mayor paused 
near the end of his speech and an- 
nounced that his subject, “Religious 
Prejudice,” was chosen in error. 

“There is no such thing as religious 
prejudice,” said he, adding that if a 
person had religion they could not 
possess prejudice, and vice versa. 

With no bitterness in his voice, but 
with a tinge of sarcasm that might 
bite deeper than any malicious weap- 
on, Mayor Key made no personal ac- 
cusations of bigotry and “littleness.” 
In the outset of his talk he did refer 
indirectly to the suspension of Dr. 
Rembert G. Smith by the North Geor- 
gia conference last week, but his man- 
ner was jocular and humorous. 

Reference to Smith Case. 

“T see that another of my good 
brothers has gotten into trouble, too,” 
said the mayor, with additional re- 
marks of unmistakable inference to 
the Smith incident. The Bible teach- 
er brought the heartiest laugh of the 
day from his congregation when he 
added : 

“This country has gotten to the 
point where if a man has any intelli- 
gence at all, he will be jerked up and 
tried for it.” Those remarks preceded 
the reading of the Sunday school les- 
son, which was concerning the last 
visit of the Apostle Paul to Jerusalem. 
Mr. Key had also briefly referred to 
the marriage of his daughter last week 
and to his visits to Jacksonville and 
to Athens, where he attended the 
Georgia-Tulane football game Satur-

“We seem to think nowadays that no 
evidence is needed—all we need is a 
charge against a man and he is forth- 
with convicted,” was his caustic state- 
ment. 

Continuing his mordant remarks, 
the mayor said men fight about creed 
but not about religion, and referred 
to religious intolerance which pre- 
vents members of one church attend- 
ing another. There he said the Key 
Bible class “has no creed and doesn’t 
need any.” It was at that point he 
said he had chosen a subject errone- 
ously, 

Asserting that the human race has 
made too many doctrines and that 
people should go back and start over, 
Mayor Key ended his talk, and when 
many of tlre audience rushed down 
the aisles to shake his hand, stepped 
forward and held an informal recep- 
tion.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 15.—() 
Called into extraordinary. session to 
clear the state’s muddied financial 
waters, the Tennessee general assem- 
bly will meet at noon tomorrow and 
take up where it left off in July at 
the end of its six-month regular ses- 
sion.

'G. O. P. Convention on Prohibition 
Advocated by Senator Wadsworth 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—()— 
The republican party was called upon 
today by James W. Wadsworth, 
formed senator from New York, to 
sponsor a constitutional convention on 
prohibition. 

Wadsworth made his proposal in an 
open letter to Senator Fess, of Ohio, 
dry advocate, who is chairman of the 
republican national committee. He 
explained that he wrote to Fess be- 
cause his office “may be said to be 
the clearing house for expression of 
republican opinion.” Fess dismissed 
it as “propaganda.” , 

The New York republican leader’s 
proposition was that congress submit 
to conventions of the people in the 
states an amendment to the federal 
constitution repealing the eighteenth 
amendment. 

By such a party policy, Wadsworth 
contended, “grave” embarrassments to 


republican candidates in the next pres- 
idential election would be avoided— 
especially in those great populous 
states whose electoral vote is deci- 
sive,” 

The Wadsworth letter followed 
closely an appeal from Philadelphia re- 
publican leaders to Chairman Fess for 
an anti-prohibition stand by the na- 
tional party and it was regarded here 
as indicative of a determined effort 
by some of the eastern wing of the 
party to force a wet-and-dry show- 
down at the national convention in 
June, 

It is believed President Hoover 
intends to ignore the prohibition issue 
for the present, at least. 

Other republican leaders are coun- 
seling against an inter-party -prohibi- 
tion battle and would favor a plank 
written in very general terms on this 
subject.

Jobs in Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—(#)— 
Electrical contractors and workers of 
Philadelphia will start a movement 
tomorrow which they believe to be 
unique among efforts to relieve unem- 
ployment, 

Four truckloads of electricians who 
have undergone a course in salesman- 
ship will start a house-to-house can- 
vass of the city to find jobs. 

Under the auspices of the electrical 
unemployment co-operative committee 
skilled electrical workers who are un- 


employed have been formed into classes 


and given salesmanship lessons by ex- 
perts who volunteered their services. 

They will take the field tomorrow, 
and other idle electricians will take 


their places in the classrooms as soon 
as possible. 

“It was agreed that no progress 
would be made unless positive steps 
were taken to make work that would 
not ordinarily come to the surface,” 
said George J. Siedler, secretary, in 
explaining the plan. 

“It was also agreed that a great 
potential reservoir of such work ex- 
isted in the homes and business places 
of Philadelphia where untold numbers

ON LIQUOR ISSUE 


Legislative Committee 
Proposes Nation’s Opin- 
ion Be Ascertained. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, Nov. 15. 
(/)—The legislative committee of the 
Finnish diet today handed to the gov- 
ernment a proposal that the nation’s 
opinion on prohibition be ascertained. 
The cabinet will decide Thursday 
whether the issue will be submitted 
to a general referendum. 

The people’s ideas will be sought on 
the three following points: 

1. Shall the present status of pro- 
hibition be upheld or extended? 

2. Shall prohibition be repealed and 
a law passed allowing wines of less 
than 12 per cent alcohol by weight 
or a maximum of 3.2 per cent by yol- 
ume, and malt manufactured, import- 
ed, sold and stored according to legal 
stipulations? 

3. Shall prohibition be repealed and 
a law adopted permitting the manu- 
facture, import, sale and storage of 
both mild and stronger drinks?

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—(#)—Nine 
American economists who made a six 
weeks’ study of European conditions 
voiced opinions today that political, 


tariff and trade realignments would 
be necessary before world business 
stability would be restored. 

Their suggestions, made separately 
to the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, included disarmament, 
decreased or cancelled war repara- 
tions payments, world-wide tariff re- 
adjustments and a proposal for “a 
new kind of international economic 
conference to put the world’s eco- 
nomic problems before the public on 
a purely business basis.” 

ey agreed that England is in one 
of the most critical periods of her 
history. 

Growing opinion for a _ protective 
tariff in England was found by Pro- 
fessor Arthur B. Adams, dean of the 
College of Commerce of the Universi- 
ty of Oklahoma. Labor and industry, 
he said, favor such a step but there is 
also a pronounced feeling that down- 
ward revision of tariffs abroad would 
ameliorate England's business dis- 
tress. 

The Americans went to Europe 
late in June as the endowment’s 
guests, and made individual reports to 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, its head.

Professor Stocking expressed belief , 
that Germany and hence European | 
prosperity depended in large measure 
upon a “revision of tariff policies the 
world over,” 

Dr. Zimmerman found the view- |, 
point that “if confidence and good 
will could take the place of fear and 
hatred between European nations, we 
could then hope for real reductions 
in expenditures for armaments. 

Eliminatiou or modification of 
“certain major and minor provisions 
of the Versailles treaty,” Professor 
Miller declared, were in his opinion 
the only means offering a likelihood 
of re-establishment of economic and 
political stability and good will in 
Europe. 

Mr. Duffus and Dr. Wanlass, whose 
research dealt with southeastern Eu- 
ropean countries, agreed that much of 
the tension and friction in that group 
was due to unwillingness of small so- 
cial groups to forego their old al- 
legiance in favor of new ones.
